China's Future. 
Bishop August 
Hennlnghaus 
of 
Shang-Tuug, speaking as a Christian 
w orker in a prom ising mission field, 
reinforces and to a large extent cor­ 
roborates what Wu Ting Fang, the 
Chinese m inister to the United States, 
has said as the official representative 
of his people and his governm ent. Mr. 
Wu has told in vivid language of the 
advance China has m ade and of the 
much greater advance 
the 
Celestial 
em pire is preparing to make. 
Bishop 
Henninghaus says: “There is a new 
China coining 
in 
a few' years, and. 
when it does, the country will not fall 
back ia the rut. 
It is the m ost 
im­ 
portant tim e in its history, and there 
is a great awakening. The dynasty is 
weak, and it is hard to predict w hat 
will be the outcome. 
But there is a 
new China coming, and one radically 
different from 
the 
present country.” 
The new China is 
likely 
to 
mean 
m any changes in m ethods as well as 
In ideas. There may be some clashing 
before all the readjustm ents are made. 
But one of the m ost hopeful features 
of the case, in the opinion of the Troy 
(N. Y.) Times, is the liberal and pro­ 
gressive spirit th at is bein^ developed 
by those m ost likely 
to 
be 
put 
in 
places of 
power and responsibility. 
The leaven of w esternism is working 
in the Chinese body politic, while a 
great m any sturdy virtues which the 
Chinese nation possesses are likely to 
be retained. 
T he United States may 
be credited with a large share of this 
desirable transform ation, for many of 
the present generation of progressive 
Chinese have had their idt'as broad­ 
ened through being educated here or 
otherw ise brought into contact with 
the best Am erican influences!

M athew J. Huss, president of the 
Luxem burger Brotherhood of America, 
through whose efforts the pardon wfas 
obtained, m et him at the gate of the 
penitentiary. Gale came to this coun­ 
try from Luxem burg 28 y ears'ago. He 
bad been here only 
a few 
m onths 
when in a flg^t at Evanston he killed 
a fellow laborer with a hatchet. 
A trolley car stopped in front of the 
penitentiary and the men clam bered 
on. 
Even in the penitentiary walls 
the prisoner had heard the clatter of 
those cars, but he had never ridden on 
one, and his ideas of what they were 
like came only from surreptitious ac­ 
counts by younger prisoners. 
But he showed 
no surprise. 
An 
ordinary man m ight ask questions or 
attem pt some pleasantry, 
but 
some­ 
thing more startling is necessary to 
evoke a flicker of emotion from a man 
who has lived a convict’s routine for 
27 years. 
It was not in his life to ask 
Wily?” but to go forward, unseeing 
and unthinking. 
An automobile 
swished 
past 
the 
open window and he jumped. 
That 
was a new’ sensation, and he glanced 
apprehensively at his companion for 
the result of the 
involuntary 
emo­ 
tion. 
Then he looked relieved, for 
he was no longer in prison, where a 
breach of discipline would evoke pun­ 
ishm ent. 
Every mile they rode into the city 
"Unfolded a new wouder. The released 
prisoner had no idea there were so 
many hum an beings 
alm ost 
within 
sound of the prison walls but yet as 
far away as the equator. On one side 
were piled the miles of stone, and Mr. 
Huss explained th at they were from 
the drainage canal. Prisoner Gale was 
interested in stone piles, for he was 
fam iliar with breaking big stones into 
sm aller ones. 
At the end of Archer avenue they 
changed cars, and he was told that he 
was in Chicago. 
Miles and miles of 
houses, in every one of which were 
people coming and going, whirled past 
his line of vision, 
and he was 
dis­ 
traught with the strangeness of the 
scene. He realized the narrow life he 
had left. 
He had seen the sam e faces 
every day and The life had grown 
natural. 
H ere were hundreds hurry­ 
ing past him on every side, and why 
shouldn’t they all be against him w'ho 
for 27 years hadn’t known a friend? 
W hen the men left the* car a t State 
street Gale started ahead in the steady 
prison step. 
He bumped into a man 
and w'as pushed aside. A woman gave 
him a shove. 
Again he started and 
the jostled passer-by scowled at him 
in anger. 
Confused and helpless he 
stood in the middle of the sidewalk 
until Mr. Huss, grasping him by the 
arm , led him down the street. 
The men who obtained the pardon 
believe th at in a few days the form er 
prisoner will adjust himself to a life 
of freedom and be capable of sta rt­ 
ing at some work. 
He will m ake his 
'•ome with his sister.

The late Mr. Fletcher was held in 
high esteem by all the residents of the 
town, and his example of caring in 
good shape for his farm was well fol­ 
lowed by his stepson. 
When he m arried the present Mrs. 
Fletcher Mr. Fletcher had two sons 
by his first wife, Hammond and Daniel, 
while Mrs. Fletcher, who was previous 
to her m arriage Mrs. Titcomb, had 
two sons, Ora and W aiter. 
On the death of Fletcher, 14 years 
ago, an agreeable settlem ent of the es­ 
tate was made. 
The estate was to rem ain in the 
hands of Mrs. Fletcher, while the two 
sons bearing the name of . Fletcher 
were given a money consideration and 
relinquished all claims. The old family 
pew 
in 
the 
F irst 
Congregational 
church was to rem ain in the nam e of 
Fletcher. 
The estate was valued 
at 
about 
$1,200. About ten years ago Hammond 
Fletcher, so it is alleged, becam e dis­ 
satisfied aud, enlisting the support of 
his brother, put in the claim th at they 
had not received proper treatm ent in 
the distribution of the estate. A legal 
fight was made to obtain possession 
of part of it. 
It is alleged th at their claim called 
for more than the estate was valued 
at. 
The m atter was carried from one 
court to another until it reached the 
highest tribunal. The findings were al­ 
ways for the widow, her fight being 
handled by the son, Ora Titcomb.

legally settled until the ownership of 
the pew had been Established.

was worth $150.

the decision would come the final set­ 
tlem ent of the contest that had been 
continued for ten years. 
Fletcher claimed that his only wish 
w*as th at the church pew should re­ 
main in the family, but that he did not 
have $150 to buy it back, whereupon 
the counsel for the adm inistratrix re­ 
plied that if the pew was all he want* 
ed he could take it and consider him­ 
self indebted to Titcom b for $20.

CONVICT FOR 27 YEARS FINOS A 


NEW LAND. 


Trolley Is a Revelation—-Auto Pleases 


Man Who, Young in Years, Has 


Grown Oia Behind Prison 


Walls. 


Chlcagp.—After spending 27 of the 


best years of life with the horizon ol 
his world limited by the stone walls 
of Joliet penitentiary and bis ambi 
tlons ground down by the routine of a 
convict's existence, John Gale, agec 
49, but appearing to be 60, stepped 
into the outside world the other day 
He begau~ his sentence when he was 
22 years old. 


Mathew J, Huss, president of the 


Luxemburger Brotherhood of America 
through whose efforts the pardon was 
obtained, met him at the gate of the 
penitentiary. Gale came to this coun 
try from Luxembuig 28 years'ago. He 
had been here only 
a few months 


when in a fight at Evanston he killed 
a fellow laborer with a hatchet. 


A tiolley car stopped in front of the 


penitentiary and the men clambered 
on. 
Even in the penitentiary walls 


the prisoner had heard the clatter o: 
those cars, but he had never ridden on 
one, and his ideas of what they were 
like came only from surreptitious ac 
counts by jounger pilsoners

no sui prise 
An 


ordinal y man might ask questions 01 
attempt some pleasantry, but some 
thing more startling is necessary to 
evoke a flicker of emotion from a man 
who has ll\ed a convict's loutine for 
27 yeai s 
It was not in his life to ask 


'Wlij ?" but to go forward, unseeing 
and unthinking. 


An automobile swished past 
the 


open window and he jumped. That 
was a new sensation, and he giaucec 
apprehensively at his companion for

tion 
Then he looked relieved, for 


he was no longer in prison, where a 
breach ot discipline would evoke pun 
ishment

prisonei 'had no idea there were so

sound of the prison walls but yet as 
far away as the equator. On one side 
weie piled the miles of stone, and Mr. 
Huss explained that they were from 
the drainage canal. Prisoner Gale "was 
Intel ested in &tone piles, for he was 
familiar with breaking big stones into 
smaller ones 


At the end of Archer avenue they 


changed cars, and he was told that be 
was in Chicago. Miles and miles of 
houses, in e\eiy one of which were 
people coming and going, whirled past 
his line of vision, and he was dis- 
traught with the strangeness of the 
scene. He realized the narrow life he 
had left. He had seen the same faces 
every day and "the life had grown 
natural. Here were hundreds hurry- 
ing past him on every side, and why 
shouldn't they all be against him who 
tor 27 years hadn't known a friend? 


When the men left the-car at State 


street Gale started ahead in the steady 
prison step. He bumped into a man 
and was pushed aside. A woman gave 
him a shove. Again he started and 
the jostled passer-by scowled at him 
in anger. Confused and helpless lie 
stood in the middle of the sidewalk 
until Mr. Huss, grasping him by the 
arm, led him down the street. 


The men who obtained the pardon 


believe that in a few days the former 
prisoner will adjust himself to a life 
of freedom and be capable of start- 
ing at some work. He will make his 
**ome with his sister.

also large sums of money. 


Tucked awaj on the side of one of 


the. many hills that abound in this 
town is *be estate lett by the late 
Theodore 
C. Fietcher, comprising 


about 60 acres. 


The late Mi. Fletcher was held in 


high esteem by all the residents of the 
town, and his example of caring In 
good shape for his farm was well fol- 
lowed by his stepson 


When he man led the present Mrs 


Fletcher Mr. Fletcher had two sons 
by his first wife, Hammond and Daniel, 
while Mrs. Fletcher, who was previous 
to her marriage Mrs. Titcomb, had 
two sons, Ora and Walter. 


On the death of Fletcher, 14 years 


ago, an agreeable settlement of the es- 
tate was made. 


The estate was to remain in the 


hands of Mrs. Fletcher, while the two 
sons bearing the name of-Fletcher 
were given a money consideration and 
relinquished all claims. The old family I 
pew in the First 
Congregational ' 


church was to remain in the name of 
Fletcher. 


The estate was valued at 
about 


$1,200. About ten years ago Hammond 
Fletcher, so it is alleged, became dis- 
satisfied and, enlisting the support ot 
its brother, put in the claim that they 
lad not received proper treatment in 
he distribution of the estate. A legal 
fight was made to obtain possession 
of part of it 


It is alleged that their claim called 


for more than the estate was valued 
at. The matter was carried from one 
court to another until It reached the 
highest tribunal. The findings were al- 
ways for the widow, her fight bein& 
handled- by the son, Ora Titcomb. 


"The estate could not, however, be 
legally settled until the ownership of 
:he pew had been established. Some 
time ago the widow, Mrs/ Fletcher, 
sold the pew to her -Son, Walter Tit- 
comb, for $20, and the claim was made 
by one of the Fletchers that the pew 
was worth 1150. 


In the probate court at East Cam- 


hiidge'.Judge Lawton was called upon 
to decide whether 01 not the pew came 
undei the head of real estate. With 
the decision would come the final set- 
tlement of the contest that had been 
continued for ten yeais 


Fletcher claimed that hi& only wish 


was that the church pew snould re- 
main 4n the family, but that he did not 
have $150 to buy it back, whereupon 
the counsel for the administratrix re 
plied that if the pew was all he want- 
ed he could take it and consider him- 
self indebted to Titcomb for $20. Th« 
matter~was finally settled on this basis 
to the satisfaction of all.
